in the mean time, I preſerve the breed by putting ſome of them on 
hedges: this I can afford to do, as there ate more Nopals at Chica.

I am getting Cocoa. nut plants from Viagapatam of three and 
four feet high, with which I intend to divide the plantation into 
: ſquares of 50 feet, 100 nopals in each ſquare, the Cocoa-nut 
plants at 12 feet diſtance from one another. This will not only 
be a protection to the nopals, from the ſun and "winds, but the 
price of the Coco-nuts, in the courſe of 5 or fix years, will defray 
the expences of the plantation, befides the ornament which 4

The Columbians divide the Cocos into fourteen kinds: fir 
nalla tengeg, that is the common Coconut; ſome of this kind 
are red, ſome white and ſome green: ſecond, ramaſee, it has 
round nuts, whereof the intermediate ſubſtance between the peel 
and ſhell is white, edible and palatable; its water is of a ſaltiſh 
taſte; underneath this tree may be ſeen a vaſt number of nuts 
bitten by ſquirrels ; —:ama/ee and nawajee are ſynonimons; fone 
nuts of this Kind are likewiſe red, ſome white and ſome green: 
third, Nævaſee, its fruit are larger and leſs reliſned than thoſe of 
nauaſee: fourth, caylee or cawolze, its fruit, leaves and branches 
are of a ſaffron or yellow colour; fifth, /ewala-reer, which is 
reen-coated, and when cut its face is blood. coloured; its water 
is remarkable for coolneſs, and the Candeans do, in conſequence, 
refer this coco-nut to all others: ſixth, haya cantam, its fruit 
is white, and when cut its face is of a pale red- colour: ſeventh, 
chandra cantam, its peel is green, and if cut its face, milk white, 
and 1s of a ſweet taſte: eigith, paul lengay, io called becauſe its 
kernel is full of milky juice, and highly reliſted : niath, ryer 
tengoy, ſo called becauſe it is filled with a buttery ſubſtance, re- 
lembling turned or curdled milk: tenth, exai tengiy, ſo called 
becauſe its kernel is oleaginous : eleventh, paum teng y, its taſte 
i like that of ſweet potatoes: twelith, /actari tengey, fo called 
becauſe of its ſacharine taſte: thirteenth, pore tengay, which 
literally ſigniſies the warlike coco-nut, ſo named as it is very ſolid 
and thick ſhelled, and if ſtruck againſt other kinds of coco- nuts 


it breaks them to pieces this is the moſt valuable of the coco 


ſpecies: fourteenth, coonderau ten gay, or mazaia ten gay, its fruit 
bs ſmall in ſize, and globular, like the breaits of the Siam ladies. 
Add to thele erani ten gay, cann tengoy and nauios cann tengoy,

which in order fignify a double coco. nut, two. eyed coco-nut and 
four eyed coco- nut, which are phenomena, amongit the coco 
genera; moreover there is ſtill another kind of coco, denominated 
cadel ten gey, which is ot a monſtrous bulk, and heavy. Amoagſ 
the coco-trees found on this Iſland, ſome are two-headed, and 
ſome four-headed. 

Here it is ſaid, that if yon ſow a ſeed of one ſpecies, 
it ſeldom produces a tree of the ſame ſpecies, but of another ; 
for inſtance, the well experienced Columbean botaniſts affirm,” 
that if they ſow the ſeed of an orange it produces a pumplemoſe, 
and if they plant navaſee, it brings forth o navaſee. *

fary for the full eftabliſhment of its cultivation. | 

In the courſe of laſt month, my people have collected 1018 

ounds, having on ſome days brought in as far as 63 pounds col- 
Leted in one day, they are now fallen however, to between 40 
and 50 pounds a day, on account of the plants in this neighbour- 
being nearly exhauſted. 

On chis account, I have recommended to the poor people, to 
take cuttings from thoſe clumps ot the Calli that are not yet at- 
tacked by the inſects, and ftrew them them over the waſte lands, 
and the banks of tanks, an idea they have readily adopted, as it 
3 fartheremploꝝ ment, in collecting the inſect atcer the en- 

uing monſoon; N 

Ike wiſe ſupply them every evening, with a handful of cut. 
tings from the plantations in my garden, with advice to throw them 
into the hedges, and er the banks of fences on their way home, 
which being conſidered a work of public utility, no one has ob- 
jected to, and in this way without expence, it is poſſible the plant 
may be propogated to greater extent than ever it has been before, 
as it 15 probable the inſect may be lefs deſtructive during the mon- 
ſoon than it has been in the late hot ſeaſon, | 

We muſt not, however, pretend to cope with Mr. Webb, ho 
has brought lacks of rooted Naga Calli, even trom a diſtance into, 
his grounds; and tells me, that by means of the Board of Trade,

terms were accordingly agreed to, Two out of the three Villa. 
ges immediately began the cultivation of the Mulberry ; but the 
remaining one delayed; giving as an excuſe, the ſetting in of the 
rains being more ptoper for the planting the mulberry ; but in 
my opinion, they anxicully wiſked firſt to ſee what ſucceſs would 
attend the other two villages in this new cultivation, Ihe villa. 
ges who have cultivated the Mulbetty have paid great attention 
to their plantations, as you will be able to judge from the ſucceſs, 
They have brought to the Company's Plantation one hundred 
maunds of leaves this month: they are extremely well ſatisfied 
with the cultivation of the Mulberry, eſpecially from the quick 
returns it brings them for their labour, they have conſequently 
began to encreaietheir plantations, which has immediatly operat- 
ed as a ſtrong inducement to all the neighbouring villages ; 15 that 
I have now daily applications for quantities of Mulberry Cuttings ; 
by this means the diſtrict will ſoon be ſtochied with Mulberries; and 
as an unavoidable conſequence, the rearing of the Silk Worm by 
the natives muſt foon follow.
